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Budget Could Be 
$3,140,851 


A general town budget of appro= 
ximately $1,740,851 andatentative 
school department budget of 
$1,400,000 are being considered 
by Town Manager Thomas E. Duff 
and the Selectmen. 

The figures are as yet approxi= 
mations, the manager stressed, 
The Selectmen have been notified 
that the budget is subject to change 
in accordance with any alterations 
in the general pay plan or changes 
in classifications. 

He noted that the town stands in 
a better position in the ‘‘surplus 
cash’’ department than it did last 
vear at the same time, 

There was a total of $400,979 
in that account as of Oct. 31, 
which compares favorably with a 
balance of $319,669 at the end of 
November last year. 

However, Mr. Duff Tuesday 
warned that any estimates of the 
tax rate for 1961 are premature, 
Although he has previously stated 
that it is hoped that the rate can 
be kept in the $26 range where it 
now, stands, Duff reitterated Tues- 
day that this can not be stated in 
specific figures. Nor, he stated, 
can there be any real approxima- 
tion of the rate figured until the 
Finance Committee and Selectmen 
have.gone over the departmental 
appropriations and _ special 
articles. 

In his December report on the 
budget, Duff commented that the 
budget might be increased, if a 
study of two positions results in 
changes in classification, The pro- 
fessional consultants are now con- 
sidering the proper classification 
and pay scale for a full-time

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


The Best Answer—Repeal 


It looks like the town will have to re-district itself 
again, into smaller precincts. 
At least this is one solution to the vote-counting 


dilemna this and all other larger communities find them- 
selves in as a result of legislative interference this year. 

We had the immediate spectacle of counters working 
until 3 a.m. and after — and in some communities the count 
wasn’t completed until the following afternoon. This re- 
sults, in large part, from having large precincts that be- 
come unmanageable when the ballots can’t be counted 
until after the polls close. 

One solution, then, is to draw the precinct lines again. 
If smaller precincts can be created, there will be fewer 
ballots to count in each — and then there will be some 
likelihood that the results of an election can be tabulated 
more quickly. 

If this solution is not adopted, many towns may be faced 
with the purchase of voting machines. This would be ex- 
pensive, but might be another answer to the problem. We've 
wondered whether the salesmen for these machines have 
not been the real winners in the whole vote-counting mess, 
Certainly one of the biggest arguments for the machines 
is the speed with which a count can be completed, and the 
Legislature has, in its mighty wisdom, created this mon- 
strous slow-down in counting, creating a happy situation 
for the machine salesmen. 

Whatever the ultimate solution, it is 
answer must be found. Of course the best one would be 
repeal of the law, but this is, perhaps, just too much to 


certain that some 


expect of the legislators. 


Permanent Building Committee 


We've been hearing nothing but praise for the work of 
the School Building Committee — for its business-like 
approach to the problems confronting it, and for its 
thorough study of all the many phases of building a 
school. 

This speaks well for members of the Committee — and 
also serves to point out how very important it is to have a 
committee which commands the respect of all the towns- 
people. They are more likely to appropriate money for the 
school, based on their opinion that the committee is using 
excellent judgment. 

This brings us to another consideration concerning any 
type of construction contemplated in the town. 

Wouldn’t the community be best served if it had a per- 
manent building committee, made up of experienced in- 
dividual s? 

While we don’t want to point the finger at the present 
members, nailing them down for longer service than their 
present task will require, perhaps it would make a lot of 
sense to keep such a group together. There will be other 
municipal construction — whether schools or other build- 
ings — and the accumulated experience of these men would 
be invaluable. One of the difficulties the town faces, 
every time it plans to build a school, is the selection of 
a new committee — many times without experience in 
this field. Each time, then, the members have to go over 
the same ground that was thoroughly covered by a former 
committee — and some do better at this than others. 

Why, then, should not the town make use of the ex- 
perience and ability of a good committee, instead of 
choosing a new, untried one every time construction is 
planned? 


Bell The Cats 

The old-time phrase ‘‘Now’s the time to bell your cat’’ 
is certainly applicable at this season of the year, when 
birds begin to seek food nearer to houses and yards, 

The phrase, little heard any more, means just what it 
says — it’s time to put a bell on the cat so the birds get 
some warning of its presence. 

When so many households put out bird feeders, and 
scatter seed and crumbs for the birds, it makes sense to 
give the birds some protection against hungry felines. 
Otherwise, they’re just being led to the slaughter — be- 
coming friendly and tame, losing their ordinary caution. 

It’s’ surprising how many families keep pet cats, and 
also feed the wild birds. We don’t advocate getting rid of 
the cats, but let’s not make all of the birds “‘sitting 
pigeons’’ for them, either,

He acknowledged that his 
original count, taken from the 
reports of all Andover enumera- 
tors, was 17,096. This was re 
duced when the figures were 
checked in Lowell, to the unofficial 
total of 17,045. y 

One of the field reviewers in 
the community, who saw all the 
enumerators’ reports, kept a 
running total herself. And her 
memory of the total was in the 
17,000 range, as reported earlier 
in the year. 

Thus it became clear this week 
that whatever changes were made 
originated in Washington. 

Back in 1955, when the state 
census was taken, the town had 
14,535 persons. Based on the 
official census report from Washe 
ington, the town has grown by 1,343 
persons in five years. 

The 1950 federal census gave 
Andover 12,437. 

If the figure provided from 
Washington is correct, Andover 
has not experienced the tremen- 
dous growth that most town offi- 
cials have been talking about during 
the past few years.

Studied, as will the various factors 
concerning the town dump. 

It was indicated, for example, 
that the town could not pick up 
garbage and trash together and 
dump the material at the present 
dump. This can be done, however, 
if a sanitary land-fill process is 
used, rather than the open, burning 
dump the town now has. 

The possibilities of private col- 
lection of both garbage and trash 
will be explored, as well as the 
Municipal collection of either or 
both, 

It was indicated during the dis- 
cussion that the present dump can 
be used for another six years, at the 
rate of present use. 

Other factors to be considered in 
reviewing the municipal dump are 
the presence of objectionable 
ordors, smoke and fumes and the 
existence of rats. In this latter 
regard, the area is now being 
treated with a commercial sub- 
Stance to help keep the rat 
Population down. It was felt that 
the problem is one of controlling 
the rodents, but that it would be 
virtually impossible to eliminate 
them under existing conditions. 

Fifteen years ago, the meeting 
was told, the town actually did 
vote to adopt a garbage collection 
system. 

That effort fell through, how- 
ever, when the contractor did not 
follow through with some of the 
agreements made with the town. 


It was felt that interest in gar- 
bage collection may be decreasing, 
because so many homes are now 
equipped with a disposal system. 

Also considered was the method 
that the town could use to con- 
trol the garbage collection - that 
this could be done by private in- 
terests who now collect the gar- 
bage, or that it could be done by 
the town and sold to private in- 
terests who have a use for the 
material; or, third possibility was 
that of town collection and the 
use of proper dumping processes, 

It was acknowledge that many 
persons are now disposing of gar- 
bage by dumping it at the town 
facility, and by burning the mat- 
erials in trash incinerators at 
home. Enforcement of provisions 
against this practice was felt to 
be extremely difficult, however.

School Board. 
Gave Raises 


Principals and directors in the 
school system will be given a 
**stop-gap’’ raise this year, while 
the Schoo] Committee studies their 
requested ratio payments. 

The Committee voted Tuesday 
night to approve a $200 increase, 
above normal increments, to the 
persons involved. 


Member Robert McIntyre sug@' 


gested that the ‘“‘stop-gap’’ in- 
crease be granted, pending a full 
study of the ratio method of pay- 
ment. The Committee already has 
agreed to study teachers’ salaries 
and connected policies. 

To accomplish this, a sub-com- 
mittee has been appointed, in- 
cluding the chairman, Dr. Milton 
J. Meyers and members John Sul- 
livan and McIntyre. 

In other business Tuesday night, 
the Committee spent most of its 
time going over budget figures for 
the new year. 

Although these are tentative at 
the present, it appeared evident 
that the preliminary total provided 
by Supt. Edward I, Erickson, of 
$1,400,000, would be slightly onthe 
low side. In giving this figure to 
Town Manager Thomas E, Duff a 
few days ago, Erickson had stated 
that this was a minimum figure, 
and was likely to be higher after 
the Committee had worked over the 
figures. 

The only figures that appeared 
decided after the meeting Tuesday 
were some salary items. 

A basic total of $941,150 will be 
needed for the faculty. To this 
should be added the previously- 
voted $12,664 to cover the $4,200 
to $6,200 step increments. And the 
approval Tuesday night of a $200 
increase for principals and direc- 
tors will add another $1,500 to the 
budget. 

Most budgetary items are not yet 
fixed - and many in the area of 
Supplies, maintenance and repair 
can not be until later in the year. 
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Health Board Opposes

The Andover Board of Health 
is vigorously opposed to retention 
of the Essex County Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium strictly for the treat- 
ment of TB.

ject. The Board members indicated

The TB Sanatorium came under 
review during a meeting of the 


Board of Health and Selectmen, | 


to discuss general town problems. 

The Board made the point that 
Andover is assessed $28,000 as its 
share of the cost of the institution = 
and stated that there was just qne 
patient from Andover there this 
year. This was for a period of 14 
days. 

Last year, the Board explained, 
Andover sent three patients to the 
Sanatorium for treatment. 

It was suggested that chronic 
disease cases might better be 
cared for at the Middleton institu- 
tion, and that TB cases might 
be transferred elsewhere for 
more reasonable amount of money. 

A suggestion was also made that 
the assessment of costs should be 
made on the basis of use, rather 
than on an assessed property 
valuation as is currently theprac- 
tice. Lawrence, it was explainéd, 
despite more use of the SAN, does 
not pay in proportion to the pay= 
ment Andover makes. 

Members of the Board indicated 
that, while many communities in 
the county have expressed opposi- 
tion to the state-sponsored plan to
